Use New Altars At 
St. Augustine’s 


Complete except for several sta- 

tuary pieces, St. Augustine’s three 
new marble altars were put in use 
for the first time Easter Sunday, 
after two months’ work on their in- 
stallation, It is expected that a 
special dedicatory service will be 
held sometime in the near future. 
Several types of marble were used 
in the construction of itihe main and 
two side altams. The steps and pre- 
della are made of Cardiff marble 
from ithe mountains of Western 
Maryland, and the altar itself from 
Kasota marble from Minnesota. 
Only one other altar in the United 
States. is made from the latter va- 
riety, since few strata are suitable 
for antistic purposes. 
_ The large panel behind the altar 
is made up of three types. of marble, 
the larger portions being of the 
Hautville type imported from 
i rance. The Crucifix panels are of 
Boise-Jordan, from Palestine, blood 
red in color, and the figure is hand- 
carved from limestone. 

Mraming the altar are sections of 
rose and cream-colored Italian mar- 
ble, which takes a high polish. Still 
to be installed are two large Kasota

Permit No Open 
Fires This Month 


The frequency and persuasive- 
ness of telephone calls to the local 
fire department asking for permits 
to burn leaves and brush have sug- 
gested to Chief C. Edward Buchan 
the necessity of calling attention to 
a law passed by the Massachusetts 
legislature in August of last year. 


The law sets forth that “no per- 
son shall set, maintain or increase 
a fire in the open air at any time 
unless the ground is substantially 
covered with snow, except by writ- 
ten permission,” in this case, of 
the fire chief. It goes on to say that 
‘no such permit shall be granted to 
be exercised during any portion of 
the months of April and May except 
upon rainy days, and provided fur- 
ther, that persons over the age of 
21 may, without a permit, set, main- 
tain or increase a reasonable fire 
for the purpose of cooking” in a 
properly protected open place. 

The fire chief, by the law, may 
make it a condition for granting a 
permit that any burning shall be 
done only after four o’clock in the 
afternoon, and he may revoke a 
permit at any time. Violations are 
punishable by fines, imprisonment, 
or both. 

Such being the case, local of- 
ficials are not responsible for the 
present situation, since fires may 
be set, this month and next, only 
by permission of the department 
and on rainy days. Incinerators 
may be used for burning, provided 
they are covered. 

When the ban has been lifted, 
permits to burn may be obtained 
by calling the firestation on the day 
the burning is to be done. Since 
there is no snow at this time of 
year, burning without a permit is 
strictly illegal.

Why don’t you just forget about 
tonight’s' blackout? 

No, we don’t mean to disregard 
it when it happens, but before it 
happens try to forget that it’s go- 
ing to happen. When the bombers 
come, we won't have a week’s news+ 
paper publicity to let us know the 
approximate time of the blackout, 
Tonighit’s is supposed to be a sur- 
prise “raid,” but actually, we’re go- 
ing to be all prepared for it, be- 
cause we do know it’s going to be 
tonight. 

When the bombers do come, we 
will be going along leading our 
normal life. Some will be home 
reading, listening to the radio, play- 
ing with their son’s electric train, 
hammering away in the cellar; 
others will be out pursuing the 
usual evening pursuits. Do that to- 
night. Do what you’d ordinarily do: 
Sit down, listen. to your radio, just 
as; you would if you didn’t know 
that soon a whistle were going to 


blow. Tune your ears. to the ‘radio; 
don’t strain them to listen for an 
airsnaid siren. Don’t sit.at your. winr 
dow looking to see if the street 
lights are going off. 

In other words, give the air-raid 
alarm system a real test. That. sys- 
tem has to tell you, some day when 
you're going about your ordinary 
duties, that an air-raid. is: imminent. 
You won't. be waiting for it; you’re 
going to have to hear-it without 
listening for it. If you don’t hear it, 
a warden will come to your door to 
ask you to blackout. Tell him your 
story. Tell him you didn’t hear the 
alarm. He’ll report, it to headquar- 
terns, and then headquarters will 
know that under ordinary con- 
ditions ithe alarm can’t be heard 
where you are. 

If you are following your normal 
course of life, by all means black 


_ out if you hear the alarm; if you 


don’t ‘hear it, by all means Jet your 
warden kniow. But above all, let the 
test be held under normal everyday 
conditions.

It is all right for the local jblack- 
out committee to consider it® ‘‘un- 
feasable to erect warning devices” 
in “places remote from the town 
center,” but the committee mem- 
bers fail to take cognizance of the 
fact that in many such places, there 
are no street lights: visible, whose 
extinguishing would indicate the 
start of a blackout. This condition 
is true in the remotest part of Wesit 
Andover, where there are no street 
lights and where the air raid sirens 
cannot be heard—except from Low- 
ell, Dracut and possibly Tewks- 
bury... 

If, on the other hand, upon. the 
air raid wardens must devolve the 
duty of informing the residents in 
such remote districts of the prog- 
resis of an air raid or blackout, the 
need of any warning devices, out- 
side of information relayed from 
warden to warden, is thereby ob- 
viated. 

Moreover, it is hardly consonant 
with the national ideal of having 
life proceed normally, to expect 
residents, even in the remote cor- 
ners of Andover where there are 
street lights, to keep their eyes 
glued on them...We believe the re- 
mote districts have every right to 
hear an audible warning when the 
members of a household are en- 
gaged in their ordinary duties.

Still another activity: “We 
started a newspaper for the fellows 
a couple of weeks ago...the whole 
works was set in my lap, and I had 
to write practically all the first 
issue myself.” In spite of this, “T 
don’t believe any of us will be sorry 
to see the last of Greenland. It’s 
been quite an experience.” 

Well, the newspaper business 
blows hot and cold down here too, 
but we think we'd gladly have it 
blow cold all the time for the awe- 
some experience of being isolated 

in the great northland, and to hear 
by chance, crackling out of the long 
night, what might seem a personal 


message from another world.

the summons passing in turn from 
the report center to precinct war- 
dens, and from them ito post wal- 
dens, who wil) each notify the men 
and women in their own groups. 
On the third green signal, a gen 
eral warning for the pwhblic will be 
sounded by means of the sirens and 
whistles used March 22. 

The auxiliary police corps will 
be assembled well before the black- 
out begins. Local police officials 
will contact them at their homes: by 
telephone or messenger on receipt 
of their first notification from the 
report center. 

About 15 Board of Public Works 
employees will stand by tonight at 
the Lewis street yards and the cen- 
tral offices during the blackout. 
Since no incidents will be staged 
by the report ceniter, No emergency 
calls will be made on the board's 
facilities. 

All emergency equipment will be 
so located, however, that it could be 
gent out in the event of actual or 
supposed need. Members. of the 
local rescue squad will be assem: 
bled and asked to stand by during 
the blackout, and representatives of 
the gas and electric and telephone 
companies will be on duty at the 
report center. 

Tonight’s rehearsal will take 
place in one of the largest areas 
ever to be blacked out along the 
Hastern seaboard. About 133 cities 
and towns, inhabited by 1,138,000 
people and covering a territory of 
3,125 square miles in Worcestel, 
Middlesex and Essex counties will 
be darkened. Regions 4, 3 and 9, 
all to be blacked out, comprise 42 
area including the whole central 
part of the state, and eastern Mas 
sachusetts as far south as Boston.

the government this week by a com- 
mittee representing the mutual in- 
terests. Under this plan the Mer- 
rimack Mutual would act as a fidu- 
ciary agent of the government and 
perform numerous services for the 
government owned War Damage 
Corporation on an “at cost” basis in 
the twenty-two states in which the 
company operates. 

At the present time all United 
States propery owners are auto- 
matically covered against damage 
by enemy attacks under a $100,000- 
000 fund set aside for this purpose 
by the government. For the time 
being no premium has been charged 
and no policies issued. 

Congress has recently passed a 
bill, however, creating the War 
Damage Corporation with funds of 
$1,000,000,000. When this corpora- 
tion is organized and ready to func- 
tion the automatic free protection 
which is available at the present 
time will end and property owners, 
if they are to be reimbursed for any 
losses due to bombing or bombard- 
ment or other enemy action, will 
have to pay a charge based upon 
the value of their-property and at 
rates to be fixed by the War Dam- 
age Corporation, Under the law this 
corporation must be in operation 
not later than July 1, 1942.
